DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The 1 12 rejections are withdrawn. 

The 103 rejections are maintained for reasons of record, found in a prior Office Action 
dated Nov. 4, 2002. 

Response to Arguments 



1 . In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and/w re Jones, 958 F.2d347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, Pfaendner teaches polyolefins in flooring and Schwonke teaches flooring with the 
specific density requirement of the elastomer density being between 0.85-0.892 g/cm3, falling 
within the range Applicant claims (less than 0.910 g/cm3). Applicant contests that suggestion 
and expectation of success must be found in the prior art. The Applicant's argument is not 
persuasive. Motivation exists and the flooring density requirements and materials are the same, 
no distinctions are seen. 

2. Applicant's contentions that the prior art fails to teach or suggest a low emission floor 
covering having other advantages such as low emission, no discoloration, and prevention of 
unpleasant odors. The fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow 
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naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when 
the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1985).
